WE now are ready to disclose, as 
promised, the identity of ‘“Match- 
em,” whose Notes On Nicks have 
been an interesting feature of THE 
BLoop-HORSE during the winter, 
and which have drawn numerous 
comments in approval and one in 
disapproval. “Matchem” is Joseph 
Alvie Estes, associate editor of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE. The feature 
is being discontinued until next 
winter because Mr. Estes’ time will 
be required for duties incident to 
the “legitimate” racing season, 
near at hand, and because the 
minds of breeders as to matings 
have been, as a general proposi- 
tion, made up for the season. 


BY the end of March each of the 
winter meetings will have closed. 
The 11th is the last day at Hia- 
leah Park, Florida. Oriental Park, 
Cuba, closes the 12th. Tropical 
Park, Florida, opens the 13th and 
closes the 31st. Fair Grounds, 
Louisiana, ends the 18th, and Agua 
Caliente, Mexico, will be through 
on the 26th. Tanforan, California, 
opens March 30, and will have ex- 
clusively the racing field in the 
United States until April 8, when 
the Kentucky Association’s meet- 
ing opens at Lexington. 


GEORGE B. THURMAN, Lex- 
ington feed dealer, read in this 
space THE BLOOD-HORSE’s advice 
to racing stables to have scales for 
weighing feed as a part of their 
equipment. He approved the idea 
and asked THE BLOOD-HORSE to 
make public for him the following 
offer : 

“I will give $100 to either of the 
Lexington tracks [Kentucky Asso- 
ciation or Kentucky Trotting 
Horse Breeders’ Association] that 
will install a platform scale.”

TAX, TAX, TAX! 


HE Mexican Government’s action in the matter 

of taxation on purses at Agua Caliente is discon- 
certing. The fact of the increase from 1 per cent to 
6 per cent is bad enough, but that it was done so 
secretively that Agua Caliente Jockey Club officials 
and horsemen knew nothing about it until 52 days 
of the race meeting had passed is worse. We wonder 
if it could have been motivated by the agency re- 
sponsible for the derogatory and discredited rumors 
about the new regime at the race course? 


A short while back some one suggested that the 
Americans interested in the Agua Caliente Jockey 
Club might, with profit, build a plant on the Cali- 
fornia side of the border, regardless of what may 
be the action of the legislature on the proposal for 
legalized betting under the pari-mutuel system com- 
ing up during this month at Sacramento. In the face 
of this latest tax, and the secretive manner of its im- 
position, it would seem that the Americans would 
exercise wisdom by adopting the suggestion without 
loss of time. 

THE BLOoD-HOoRSE is able to say that the total 
amount of the pari-mutuel turnover at Agua Caliente 
for the first 52 days, the period of time for which the 
association has assumed this unreasonable tax, was 
$936,313, an average of only $18,006 a day. The 
commission taken by the Agua Caliente Jockey Club 
was 15 per cent, which is to say. $2,700 per day, 
whereas the purses alone amounted to approximate- 
ly $3,800 per day. We are not informed about the 
money made or lost through bookmaking at the 
course, but we hear that Manager William Koch has 
said that his department also is in the red. What the 
games have done we do not know, but our informa- 
tion is that the play has been very light. 

While there is pleasure in noting the likelihood of 
new racing territory through legislative action this 
year, we are exceedingly anxious concerning the ap- 
parent desire in a number of the States to exact 
heavy tolls from racing in the form of license taxes. 
We do not mean to say at this time that racing will 
not stand the taxes thus far imposed, or about to be 
imposed, but we offer the suggestion that breeders, 
owners, trainers, track owners, track managers and 
others concerned should be very regardful of the 
future. 

If they continue silent on the subject, the poli- 
ticians will not hesitate to put on more tax, and still 
more tax.

PEDIGREE TABLES 


N THE BLOOD-HORSE of December 24, page 728, 

was carried an announcement of the Tables 
of Pedigrees of Thoroughbred Horses published 
by the Gesellschaft zur Foerderung der Pferde- 
zucht in Polen (Society for Promoting Horse 
Breeding in Poland). After some correspondence 
with August Reher, of Berlin, agent for the sale 
of these tables, THE BLOOD-HORSE recently re- 
ceived its copy of this valuable work. 

In some particulars this is the most complete 
work of its kind ever published. The tables, ac- 
cording to a statement in the introduction, con- 
tain 32,744 classified horses. All the winners of 
182 of the chief races in Europe are included in 
the tabulations. Italian racing is represented, 
for the first time in tables of this sort. The chief 
emphasis is, reasonably enough, on Polish racing 
stock. Fifty female families, after Bruce Lowe’s 
numbering, are included, besides an abbreviated 
account of a few unnumbered families. There 
are also included 29 tables of male line charts 
in which 3,540 horses are accounted for. As far 
as the writer knows, no previous male line tables 
have approached these in completeness. 

In the organization of material, the Polish 
tables follow generally the system of Frederick 
Becker’s and some earlier tabulations. Subdivi- 
sions in each family are marked 1, 1-a, 1-b, etc., 
the subdivisions differing, of course, from those 
in other similar works. The pages are approxi- 
mately 20 by 24 inches, the type large and easily 
read. The covers are made so that the book can 
be folded over and carried in a case about 14 
by 2414 inches. The case comes with the book. 

Important winners in Europe down through the 
racing of 1929, and in some cases through 1930, 
are accounted for in the tables, with special em- 
phasis on central European racing. On this ac- 
count the tables are quite valuable as a supple- 
ment to American racing records. Their chief 

. deficiency, from the American point of view, is 
that they do not take account of the winners of 
important American fixtures. Only the most 
important American horses are included. There 
is no attempt to give the female lineage of, say, 
the winners of the Belmont Stakes, the Kentucky 
Derby, and such other leading races. The han- 
dling of the American tap-roots is scarcely more 
than the mere mention. Usually the American 
families are extended in no more than one or two 
branches, ignoring American horses except those 
which have had some influence in European rac- 
ing or breeding, such as the dams of *Durbar II, 
Irish Lad, Democrat, Prince Galahad, Ten Broeck, 
etc. Unnumbered families in other countries are 
handled only a little more fully. Racing in 
Australia, South America, South Africa, etc., is 
left out, along with American fixtures. 

On a score of accuracy, as far as can be 
learned in a brief period, the tables are much 
superior to Mr. Becker’s, which abound in typo- 
graphical and other errors.’ In each of the sev- 
eral cases in which the writer has noted differ- 
ences between the two sets of tables, the Polish 
table has come off winner of the argument when 
checked against the stud books. However, one 
must admit that the accuracy of such enormous 
tabulations as these is not a matter on which 
one is privileged to pass final judgment within 
a few days after having first seen them. 

In one detail the information concerning the 
horses is not as full as in the Becker tables. The

latter show importations, with the date of im- 
portation to each country and the name of the 
country. The Polish tables show, by means of 
initials, “horses born in or imported into” vari- 
The difficulty here is that one is 
not sure whether a given horse was born in or 
imported into the country whose sign is given 
above his name. The dates of importations are 
not given. 

For those who are interested in the detail of 
European Thoroughbred breeding, and especially 
those who do any comprehensive tabular work 
with pedigrees, these tables will be very valuable. 
The price, as we understand it from Herr Reher, 
is $45, and the writer has no hesitancy in recom- 
mending them as well worth the money to any 
individual or organization which can make use of 
so encompassing a tabulation. Agent for the 
book, outside of England, France and Australia, 
is August Reher, Berlin NW 7, Dorotheenstrasse 
23, Germany, who can also furnish other books 
on racing and breeding in Germany, Poland, 
Austria, etc. J. A. E.

ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD 


LD ROSEBUD understands a number of Pea- 
nuts’ mates at Robert L. Gerry’s Aknusti 
Stud, Delhi, N. Y., are going to the court of the 
youthful High Time stallion, High Strung, this 
season. Peanuts has thus far in his career as a 
progenitor been more or less a disappointment, 
while High Strung’s first issue have not yet at- 
tained racing age. Most of Peanuts’ get have 
been identified by their sire’s lack of size, with 
none of his great heart. For all his diminutive- 
ness, Peanuts met and defeated most of the best 
racers of his day and was an extremely tough 
horse at his favorite distance, nine furlongs. He 
is bred along lines generally accepted as of more 
stamina than High Strung’s. Certainly he was 
a better race horse. But High Strung probably 
will prove a more valuable sire. He had blazing 
early speed and is a scion of Domino in tail male, 
being, in fact, the best son of High Time at stud. 
A winner of the Westchester and Pimlico Fu- 
turities, High Strung established the prevailing 
record at the short seven furlongs in annexing 
the former race. He could not stay, but was very 
fast. And the speed hound, nine times out of 
every ten, is a better sire than the stayer. 
* 
T is seldom stables of no more magnitude than 
the Everglade establishment of Messrs. Ward 
and Burton house a colt of the extreme speed of 
the record-breaking Dartle, recent winner of the 
Nursery No. 1 and acknowledged peer of the 
winter juveniles. More rarely still does such a 
stable contain another which develops even more 
speed in public, such as Wise Daughter, which 
recently shattered her stablemate’s three-furlong 
mark. If any Hialeah 2-year-old can take 
Dartle’s measure, in all probability it is Wise 
Daughter. They should account for both the 
Nursery No. 2 and the Hialeah Juvenile. Wise 
Daughter looks another bargain yearling of last 
year. She was acquired for $800. An own sister 
of Good Advice, it is doubtful whether she will 
carry her speed to the middle distances, but a 
fast sprinter can pick up quite a bundle of purse 
monies in these days. 
thee Rosenberg’s Kerry Patch is progressing 
nicely in the foundation gallops for his Ken- 
tucky Derby training at Belmont Park. The son 
of Desperate Desmond and the good mare Polly 
McWiggles has put on about a hundred pounds 
since last fall and has missed few morning gal- 
lops on the training track at the Nassau county 
course. He has a wide advantage over numer- 
ous others of the leading nominees to the early 
Spring specials in that he was unwound at the 
conclusion of his 1932 campaign sound in wind 
and limb. Owner-breeder Rosenberg doesn’t 
fear Ladysman, which Kerry Patch gamely best- 
ed in the final sixteenth of the last Belmont Fu- 
turity, nearly so much as the Quincy Stable’s 
Repaid. The latter twice took the little chestnut 
Into camp, albeit he was all out to do so by a 
neck margain at level weights over the mile and 
70 yards ground in their last encounter. Re- 
paid “had a knee” at the close of last season, 
but the writer’s understanding is that the son of 
Kai-Sang is coming out of the woods in fine style. 
Colts like these two and Sarada, Dynastic and 
The Darb promise to be among the leaders of 
their age division again in 1933. 


AMES FITZSIMMONS, leading trainer in 
1932, will soon begin the work of getting into 
trim the large band of Belair-Phipps-Wheatley 
performers he has quartered at Aqueduct. 
Faireno will be the star of the establishment 
again this year and the presence of this Wood- 
ward 4-year-old and Morton L. Schwartz’s Gusto, 
his keenest rival for top 3-year-old honors in 
1932, will add much to the attractiveness of the 
major offerings open to racers their age. Faireno 
is in the Suburban, but is an absentee from the 
Metropolitan. It would have been interesting to 
note how W. S. Vosburgh weighted him in rela- 
tion to Equipoise, Mate and others. In view of 
results of the conflicts Equipoise vs. Plucky Play 
and Faireno vs. Plucky Play out Chicago way 
last summer, the Chatterton horse would proba- 
bly get in under a lighter impost by many 
pounds. Equipoise came within a short neck of 
conceding the Church racer 23 pounds in the 
Arlington Handicap, while in the Hawthorne Gold 
Cup Plucky Play took weight-for-age and de- 
cisively defeated Faireno. This last was no sim- 
ple matter at that stage of the Belair colt’s cam- 
paign. 
* * * 
HAT the Warm Stable, which already has to 
its credit one Agua Caliente Handicap (with 
Victorian), may have something pertinent to say 
about the prize distribution in the forthcoming 
renewal was apparent from the effort at the 
Lower California plant Wednesday last of The 
Nut in finishing third behind Gallant Sir and 
Lemon Hills at six furlongs. The 6-year-old son 
of Mad Hatter and near relative to Top Flight 
was making his first appearance under the Warm 
Stable’s red livery in many months and turned 
in a smooth performance while racing wide 
throughout to be beaten a length for all the 
money, in 1:11.

of Major Louie A. Beard and Lucas B. Combs.

70-yard track record alone. He set it at 1:43 3-5 
on December 26 last, and on February 18 he 
clipped it again, to 1:42 2-5. Handicappers who 
figure that a pound of weight is approximately 
equivalent to a fifth of a second in time will 
find that Bahamas ran right to these figures. 
With 118 pounds up his time was 1:42 3-5; with 
117, 1:42 2-5.

The family, however, was 
not as well represented last 
year among our leading 
horses as it usually is. Only 
six stakes winners are cred- 
ited to Queen Mary, whereas 
in 1928 she had seven; in 
1929, 12; in 1930, nine; in 
1931, 11. 


NO. 11 FAMILY. 

This family, which has not 
played an important part in 
American racing in recent 
years, had four stakes win- 
ners in 1932, about its usual 
number. None of the four 
was of very high class. No, 
11’s record for the last five 
years: 1928, one stakes win- 
ner; 1929, five; 1930, three; 
1931, four; 1932, four. 


NO. 12 FAMILY. 

In America the mare 
*Duchess, or *Diamnod, has 
almost as much of a mo- 
nopoly on the better talent of 
the No. 12 family as Queen 
Mary has in No. 10. In 1932 
only two of the family’s 11 
stakes winners came from 
branches other than that of 
*Duchess, and in 1931 the 
same mare accounted for all 
but one out of 10. Most suc- 
cessful representative of the 
family last year was the Fu- 
turity winner Kerry Patch. 
No. 12 has been one of the 
leading American families 
for at least a century, having 
produced many famous 
horses. Its score for stakes 
winners in 1928 was 20; in 
1929, 10; in 1930, 10. The 
Stud Book’s records of this 
family are known to be open 
to question as to their ac- 
curacy.

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THE BROODMARE SIRES 


AIR PLAY, which in ‘in 1931 was the leading 

American broodmare sire, held eighth place 
last year on the list of sires of dams of winners. 
Fifty-one of the daughters of the now dead stal- 
lion were represented by 68 winners of 169 races 
and $132,450. Most successful of these winners 
was Projectile, which won two stakes and a total 
of $16,380. Eighteen of the 68 winners were 2- 
year-olds. In the following list are included all 
the daughters of Fair Play which were repre- 
sented by winners in 1932, along with the winners 
and their earnings.

Va. Although no outstanding performer is seen 
on the list of his daughters’ 1932 winners, *Wrack 
made an excellent showing, 49 of the mares by 
him being represented by 66 winners. In the mat- 
ter of earnings the most successful of the win- 
ners was Universe, which was unsound after 
his victory in the Wood Memorial Stakes last 
spring.

INBREEDING TO ST. SIMON: ENGLISH PEDIGREES OF 1932 


EVERAL times during the present winter I 
have heard breeders speak of such-and-such 
matings they had in mind and wonder, in the 
same breath, whether “that would be too much 
St. Simon.” From The Estes a query like that 
gets only one answer, a very respectful: No, sir. 
There may have been pedigrees with too much 
St. Simon, but, in America, at least, there won’t 
be any more. 


In the office of THE BLOOD-HORSE, the given 
name of The Estes is gradually changing from 
Joseph Alvie to “St. Simon,’”’ because of the fact 
that I have been known to climb figurative 
housetops and shout his name therefrom. AS a 
matter of fact, I have no particular fondness for 
St. Simon, which died the year I learned to read. 
But I have heard so much about the “rise and 
fall’ of his line and so much about his “waning 
influence” that I have several times set myself up 
as his advocate. I have done this at the risk of 
appearing to be unfair in the matter. Personally, 
I do not relish the prospect of being called a 
crank, for, however enthusiastic my advocacy 
may appear, my opinions have been reached only 
through investigations made with an open mind. 
Those opinions may be changed at any time by 
evidence which runs against them. But until the 
evidence reverses itself I am disposed to con- 
tinue to proclaim St. Simon as the most influen- 
tial factor in Thoroughbred breeding the world 
over. 

Last week I sat down with the newly arrived 
volume of the Bloodstock Breeders’ Review. In 
the section set aside to show the breeding of the 
leading stakes-winning horses of last year in the 
British Isles were 82 tabulated pedigrees, each 
showing four generations of ancestors. These 
pedigrees represent the best racers of 1932 in 
that country, except a few horses whose breeding 
was not repeated from the 1931 edition of the 
Review. As I have been curious for some time 
to know what stallion appears most likely to 
succeed St. Simon as the most important figure 
in Thoroughbred breeding, I went over the pedi- 
grees with some care, analyzing them on the 
basis of inbreeding, which I consider far more in- 
dicative, in the determination of class, than male 
lines or female lines. 

I expected to discover that St. Simon made the 
best showing by this test, but I was not prepared 
to find, as I did, that he figured as the primary 
inbreeding in more pedigrees than all other 
horses taken together—the all other horses in- 
cluding his own sire and his own sons. The pre- 
eminence of the Galopin—St. Simon tribe as the 
basis of inbreeding is almost astounding—and I 
see no evidence of its decline. 

In making the compilations I considered five 
generations of ancestors, though the Bloodstock 
Breeders’ Review shows only four. Inbreeding 
becomes very involved, and consequently less in- 
telligible, if not less significant, when pedigrees 
are extended more than five generations. 

For those who are not familiar with the term 
“free generations,’ which will be used several 
times, I append here a short explanation. Quot- 
ing Burchard Von Oettingen: “By ‘free genera- 
tions’ is meant the number of generations be- 
tween the common ancestors and the sire on the 
one side, and between the common ancestors and

On the top side of this pedigree there are two 
generations between St. Simon and the sire 
(Gainsborough). On the lower side there is one 
generation between St. Simon and the dam 
(Golden Hair). Two plus one equals three. Or- 
well is therefore inbred to St. Simon with three 
free generations. There are four free genera- 
tions to Hampton, and four to Galopin. 

There were 82 pedigrees, as I said, represent- 
ing the pick of last year’s performers in the 
British Isles, mostly in England. Of these 82, 
the closest inbreeding (i. e., with fewest free gen- 
erations) of 41 was to St. Simon. In the 41 are 
included one horse, Scarlet Tiger, in which St. 
Simon and Cyllene were “tied”, since the in- 
breeding to each was in the same proportion, and 
another, Slipper, in which St. Simon shared hon- 
ors with Wisdom. In the other 39 cases St. 
Simon was clearly “ahead” of all other inbreed- 
ing. The list of these 41 horses in which St. 
Simon figures as the closest inbreeding is im- 
posing:

There is a total of 52 stakes winners in which 
St. Simon or his sire or one of his sons plays the 
leading part, as far as inbreeding is concerned. 
A comparison with the inbreeding records of 
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other famous lines shows how remarkable this 
record is. Only six horses out of 82. show pri- 
mary inbreeding to Hampton. Next after Hamp- 
ton comes Cyllene, which has five representa- 
tives, including the one in which he and St. 
Simon occur in the same removes. Cyllene’s sire, 
Bona Vista, is represented by three. Bona Vista’s 
sire, the great Bend Or, foaled four years before 
St. Simon, is the first inbreeding in only one of 
the 82 pedigrees. The other horses which occur 
as primary inbreeding in one or two pedigrees 
are Orme (out of St. Simon’s sister), Orby (son 
of Orme), Carbine, Gallinule, Loved One, Le 
Sancy, Upas, Isonomy, Sainfoin, Springfield, 
Rosicrucian. Hermit and Isonomy have no rep- 
resentatives on the 1932 list, though their worth 
as inbreeding material, like Bend Or’s, is unques- 
tioned. 
Cyllene and St. Simon 

HE pedigrees of successful horses of recent 

years have given me the idea that, of all the 
sires which have flourished since 1900, Cyllene is 
the best basis for inbreeding. Cyllene was by 
Bona Vista (Bend Or—Macaroni) out of Arcadia, 
by Isonomy, next dam Distant Shore, by Hermit. 
The most successful stallion sired by Cyllene was 
Polymelus, and Polymelus was out of a Hamp- 
ton mare. Neither St. Simon nor Galopin played 
any part in the pedigree of Cyllene or Polymelus. 
The result has been that the nick of Cyllene or 
Polymelus with St. Simon, as seen in numberless 
pedigrees, has become one of the most success- 
ful in years. There is no likelihood that Cylene 
will reach the eminence now held by St. Simon, 
but as the latter recedes into the background 
of pedigrees Cyllene is likely to come to the fore 
more prominently. 

The extent to which Cyllene’s success is de- 
pendent on association with St. Simon is indi- 
cated by the following tabulation, showing the 
five 1932 stakes winners whose primary inbreed- 
ing is to Cyllene:

The pedigree of April the Fifth, 1932 Derby 
winner, shows only one cross of St. Simon in five 
generations. The other four horses in the above 
table are closely inbred to both Cyllene and St. 
Simon. 

The obvious conclusion from the facts present- 
ed above is that St. Simon, more than any other 
horse of the last half-century, is shaping the des- 
tiny of the English Thoroughbred, regardless of 
the fact that his male line has declined. In fact, 
I believe that the decline of the male stirp is a 
corollary of the remarkable development of this 
strain as inbreeding material. 

The facts presented above are, of course, taken 
from English racing. Analysis of American pedi- 
grees would reveal no such predominance of the 
son of Galopin. However, in accounting for the 
difference in St. Simon’s showing in England and 
in America, perhaps no other fact would need to 
be brought into the explanation than the circum- 
Stance that the Atlantic Ocean lies between the 
two countries. 

I think those breeders who wondered whether 
they were putting too much St. Simon into the 
Pedigrees of their prospective foals have their 
answer. 


BY-PRODUCT 


Spendthrift. 

N 1891 Senator J. N. Camden, in partnership 

with the late brothers, Overton H. and Chris- 
topher D. Chenault, bought the stallion Spend- 
thrift and 31 mares from a Mr. Bocook, who had 
acquired them from James R. Keene in the late 
’*80’s and had them as boarders at Dr. E. M. Nor- 
wood’s farm, a part of the present Coldstream 
Stud property, on the Newtown Pike, near Lex- 
ington. In this manner the Spendthrift Stud was 
created and the horses were transferred to Sena- 
tor Camden's Spring Hill Farm, near Versailles. 
After a time this stud was dispersed and Spend- 
thrift passed to the ownership of the Messrs. 
Chenault. 

Senator Camden was asked by the editor of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE one day last week for some- 
thing of his recollection of Spendthrift. “At the 
time we bought him,” said he, “Spendthrift was 
a sick horse in the sense that he was afflicted 
with azoturia (commonly called Christmas dis- 
ease). When he went to my place I provided 
him with a box in a paddock and we left the stall 
door open, giving him freedom to go and come 
as he wished. After a short while Spendthrift 
began to get over his ailment and for all the time 
he was at my place he gave us no trouble what- 
ever. He was a roly-poly, dumpy type. He was 
short, and exquisitely balanced. His disposition 
was superb. I never owned, and never expect to 
own, a horse with a sweeter disposition. He dis- 
played nothing of the traits which afterward ap- 
peared in Hastings and were transmitted by him 
in lesser degree to Fair Play and by him in still 
lesser degree to some of his sons and daughters. 
I have never been able to determine whence came 
the meanness Hastings possessed. I have some- 
times thought it likely was from *Cinderella, the 
daughter of Blue Ruin or Tomahawk, which 
proved so valuable a possession for my old friend 
Dr. Neet, of Versailes. Dr. Neet picked up *Cin- 
derella as a bargain along with *Tarantella, also 
a bargain, at the fag end of a sale of horses 
brought over from England by a native of that 
country. They were so weedy in appearance, 
those two fillies, that the salesman was glad to 
get rid of them at any price, and I think Dr. 
Neet got them for something like $500. Very 
likely their succees as matrons, particularly that 
of *Cinderella, was due to the fact that Dr. 
Neet’s policy was to breed to premier sires, re- 
gardless of what might be the fee, if it was pos- 
sible for him to secure service, and it usually 
was possible.” 

Reverting to Spendthrift, Senator Camden said 
that that stallion rated about three to one fillies 
over colts. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Q. Will you kindly inform me as to what con- 
stitutes eligibility for horses to be registered as 
Thoroughbreds in this country ?—-F.B.J., Kansas. 

A. The Jockey Club’s rule 64 reads: “Only 
those horses are eligible for registry which 
authentically trace, in all of their lines, to ani- 
mals recorded in the American Stud Book or in 
a recognized stud book of another country.”

DOPING 

OHN J. BOWLEN is a member of the legisla- 
tive assembly of the Province of Alberta, 
Canada, having been elected at the general elec- 
tion in 1930, to the seat for the City of Calgary 
of which he is a resident. Though he resides 
in Calgary, Mr. Bowlen is a rancher. He was 
quite successful in a financial way until 1929 
when the economic changes through which we 
are now passing had their beginning. He sold out 
his horse ranch but still maintains ranches for 
cattle and sheep and on the cattle ranch he has 
a few Thoroughbred mares and a stallion. He is 
not particularly trying to raise race horses as his 
other duties require too much of his time, but he 
has them because he loves to see horses of good 
blood on his properties. 

Last year Representaitve Bowlen took up in 
the legislature at Aliberta the subject of doping 
race horses on the tracks in that province. In- 
cidentally he was the first man ever to have 
mentioned the subject in the legislative cham- 
bers at Edmonton. It caused quite a little fuss 
among certain of the horsemen of that section of 
the Dominion, but Mr. Bowlen was persistent and 
induced the government to appoint a veterinar- 
ian to be present at the tracks during the race 
meetings for the sole purpose of stamping out 
the dope evil, in so far as possible, and to see 
that horses racing were in fit condition. An 
outstanding man was selected for the job and, 
although he made no public examination of any 
particular horse, the mere fact of his presence 
was sufficient to cause the horsemen to forego 
their former drugging practices to a very ap- 
preciable degree. 

THE BLOooOD-HORSE takes from the report of the 
veterinarian (unnamed here for obvious reasons), 
made on February 7, to Hon. George Hadley, Min- 
ister of Agriculture at Edmonton, the following 
excerpts: 

“After making a study of the situation in this 
province, it is my opinion that doping is prac- 
ticed to a certain extent, at least, by some of the 
horsemen on the Alberta circuit. You can under- 
stand that it would be impossible to make a 
definite statement without making tests as men- 
tioned in the first part of this report. I do not 
do this for the reason that I wished first to make 
a survey, to see if it were possible to detect 
doped horses by a physical examination, and also 
to try and note those horsemen who were in- 
clined to practice its use. It is my opinion that 
the officials of the Prairie Thoroughbred Breeders 
and Racing Association are capable and efficient, 
and would not knowingly countenance anything 
of a dishonest nature. But I believe that if the 
official in the paddock, who has the best oppor- 
tunity of detecting such cases, would ask for an 
examination to be made of animals that show in- 
dications of its use, exposure of only one or two 
of the culprits would prevent further repetitions, 
and much could be done in the way of increas- 
ing fair and honest racing.” 

THE BLOoD-HORSE understands that the service

ing commission comprising prominent Albertans, 
familiar with horse racing, but with no connec- 
tion with it in any form, might be a good thing,” 
and continues ‘this would provide a supervision 
entirely disassociated from the race officials and 
satisfy the public that rigorous measures would 
be applied to any horsemen guilty of dishonest 
tactics.” 

Albertans say that their province is a grand 
country in which to raise Thoroughbreds, as the 
climate, grass and water are ideal. The depres- 
sion appears to have slowed up their operations 
quite a bit, but they have improved their stock 
to the extent that they now have a good founda- 
tion and THE BLOOD-HORSE is informed that they 
intend to go right along in Thoroughbred produc- 
tion and in improvement of their racing and race 
courses.

Tick On rested at Idle Hour farm 
all summer and fall, and on January 3 was 
sent to H. C. Moody at the Kentucky Trotting 
Horse Breeders Association track, with orders 
from Colonel Bradley to calm the horse's fiery 
disposition and “leg him up”’ for racing. 

Since his arrival at the trotting track Tick On 
has improved in three ways, at least. Strong 
blisters have left his legs hard and clean. He is 
thriving under his harness training, which in- 
cludes about five miles to sulky every day, and 
has put on weight steadily. He is now a much 
more robust horse than ever before. But the

LORD ASTOR’S USUAL LUCK. 


Lord Astor, who finished second in the Derby 
with *Blink II, Buchan, Craig an Eran, Tamar 
and *St. Germans, but never won the race, is 
having his customary luck. The most recent ex- 
changes from England carry the news that his 
Canon Law, one of the prominent candidates for 
this year’s running of the classic, sprained an 
ankle and was stricken out of the leading races 
with the exception of the St. Leger, for which it 
is hoped he may be able to start. Last year 
Lord Astor’s best 3-year-old prospect, Manna- 
mead, went wrong before the racing season 
opened and could not be started until the last 
week of the season, when he won an unimportant 
event. Lord Astor now has nothing eligible for 
the Derby of this year. 
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LEGISLATION 
NEW YORK. 

URING the past week announcement was 

made from Albany that Governor H. H. Leh- 
man, after a conference with Assemblyman Will- 
iam Breitenbach, of Albany, had said that he 
would not oppose legislation designed to permit 
the introduction of the pari-mutuel system of 
betting at New York race courses. In this con- 
nection Daily Racing Form, Chicago, carried a 
dispatch under date February 23, from Albany, 
in which appeared the following comment: 


“Lehman has generally been regarded as a 
friend to racing in the Empire State but today’s 
statement was the first time he has made a public 
declaration in regard to his attitude toward bet- 
ting relief for New York’s tracks.” 


Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE are aware that 
Representative Breitenbach has, at the present 
session of the New York legislature, introduced 
several bills intended to procure betting under the 
pari-mutuel system. One of these bills proposes 
a tax of $1,000 per race, equalling $6,000 a day 
for each race meeting in New York State. The 
appearance of this measure caused William 
Woodward, master of Belair Stud and chairman 
of the Jockey Club, the governing body of the 
Turf in New York state, to make the following 
statement: 


“Such a tax would surely close all racing as- 
sociations in this state, as the racing associations 
lost a large sum of money last year. The impo- 
sition of any tax of this character without relief 
would be fatal to the tracks at this time. 

“If the people of New York are desirous of hav- 
ing pari-mutuel betting, the Jockey Club can but 
acquiesce in that sentiment, assuming of course 
that the bill which would finally regulate racing 
under a constitutional clause permitting mutuels, 
would be of the proper kind to safeguard the in- 
terest of the State and horse racing. The people 
have a general and widespread interest in the 
great industry of racing, which touches the af- 
fairs of the entire country. 

“It is clear, however, that it would of neces- 
sity be some time, perhaps as much as three 
years, before any such method could be adopted. 
In the meantime it is of vital importance to the 
maintenance of racing that some relief be grant- 
ed by the legislature. 

“This is necessary that the sport may be placed 
upon a more satisfactory basis, and one whereby 
revenues may be increased and racing maintained 
on the highest plane. If such relief is given, a 
very substantial tax could be imposed on the 
gross revenues of the racing associations, by 
which the state would benefit.” 

Representative Breitenbach, outlining his pro- 
gram to Bryan Field of the New York Times, 
said he plans a 10 per cent “take,” 8 per cent of 
this to go to the associations and 2 per cent to 
the State. The Assemblyman is quoted: 

“The money for the $6,000-per-day tax could 
be raised by the racing associations through the 
installation of a totalisator or a pari-mutuel ma- 
chine this spring, provided the Agnew-Hart law 
was promptly repealed by the present session of 
the Legislature. 

“I propose an amendment to the Constitution 
at this session which if passed would have to be 
taken up by the Legislature in 1935. It could 
not be taken up in 1934, as this same Legislature 
will be sitting then, and the law provides that 


an amendment must pass two different Legisla- 
tures. 

“Assuming passage by the Legislature of 1935, 
it would then go before the people for a vote in 
November, 1935. If passed, we would then take 
up the enactment of laws in the Legislature of 
1936, governing the installation of the machines, 
and if favorable action resulted we would have 
the machines in operation on the New York 
tracks for the 1936 season of racing. 

“Pending such moves, I propose that the 
Hughes anti-betting law, known as the Agnew- 
Hart law, be repealed by the present session of 
the Legislature. With that accomplished, I then 
propose the imposition of a $6,000 per day tax to 
be collected during the coming season. 

“It is up to the racing associations then to set 
up a system to take care of this $6,000 per day. 
It is no part of my program, but they could 
easily do it by installing a totalisator or even 
pari-mutuel machines next spring. Let them 
take 10 per cent off the betting through the ma- 
chines and they would have plenty to pay the 
State $6,000 per day.” 

Asked why, if the pari-mutuel could be in- 
stalled by such simple measures, it was necessary 
to wait until 1936 for the many steps in his pro- 
gram, Assemblyman Breitenbach said: 

“The state could not legally take a percentage 
of the pari-mutuels next spring, and the per diem 
tax would not run as much as the 2 per cent 
would bring in.” 

On Saturday last, Mr. Woodward made the fol- 
lowing further statement: 

“The suggestion to put in a pari-mutuel ma- 
chine for the raising of taxes is out of all ques- 
tion, as it would be illegal. The State will not 
adopt illegal methods to raise money, even for 
taxes. Racing associations are charged 
with the duty of upholding the law. The present 
oral system of wagering is legal, having been 
passed upon by the court. Any change therein 
must come from the Legislature in the proper 
manner.” 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is of the opinion that Mr. 
Breitenbach’s proposal for 10 per cent “take,” 
of which 8 per cent to the associations and 2 per 
cent to the State, is too strong. Four per cent 
to the association and 1 per cent to the state 
would yield an abundance of revenue for all pur- 
poses and would make racing decidedly more 
fascinating to those of its patrons who are fond 
of betting. THE BLOOD-HORSE makes the further 
suggestion that a totalisator system be provided 
for. 

Meanwhile, the owners of the tracks and the 
patrons of racing are vitally concerned with the 
action on the part of the New York Legislature 
at this session which would insure relief this year 
through the legal passage of money in betting 
transactions at the race courses. THE BLOOD- 
HORSE is hopeful that this relief will first be as- 
sured and that the pari-mutuel proposals can be 
also considered and put in a position of progress. 


NEW MEXICO. 

Last week THE BLOOD-HORSE carried the news 
of the passage of a racing measure by the 
Eleventh Legislature of the State of New Mexico 
in session at Santa Fe and promised further 
particulars this week. The measure (House Bill 
No. 155) was introduced by Representative J. V. 
Taylor, of Carrizozo; passed the House 40 to 2 
and the Senate 19 to 4. There was, of course, 
some opposition to it, but that was minor by 
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comparison with the support it had from the 
ranchers and business men of the State. The 
expectation is that the Governor will sign the 
bill. 

The measure provides that it will hereafter be 
unlawful to hold public horse races or race meet- 
ings for profit or gain in any manner unless a 
license has been obtained therefor from the 
County Board of Commissioners in which the 
meeting is to be held, unless the track should be 
within the corporate limits of any city in New 
Mexico having a population of over 10,000, when 
it shall be obtained from the Mayor and City 
Council or from the City Commissioners, as the 
case may be. If the applicant desires to use the 
pari-mutuel system in connection with the races, 
the application shall so state and the terms upon 
which tickets and certificates are to be sold shall 
be also stated. Applications must be filed at 
least 60 days prior to the first day of the pro- 
posed race meeting and the license fee must ac- 
company the application. The license fee is $50 
per day when there is to be betting under the 
pari-mutuel system, and $10 per day when the 
pari-mutuel system is not used. Fair associa- 
tions authorized by the State pay $10 per day 
license when using mutuels and nothing when 
not using the system. There can be no more 
than 60 days racing in any year allowed to a 
licensee in any county. Betting is lawful only 
under the pari-mutuel system and only in the en- 
closure where the licensed races are held, and the 
measure specifically provides: “Existing statutes 
of this State against bookmaking, pool selling or 
other methods of wagering on the racing of 
horses are not repealed, but are hereby expressly 
continued in effect, with the exception that the 
operation of the pari-mutuel method or system 
in connection with the racing of horses, when 
used as provided herein, is and shall be lawful.” 

The racing association is permitted to retain 
from the pooling 10 per cent plus “‘the odd cents 
of all redistributions over the next lowest mul- 
tiple of five,’ which means, in practice, breaks of 
about 19/20 of 1 per cent, so the maximum of 
“take” is to be a fraction under 11 per cent. 

In addition to the license fee, 10 per cent of the 
amount for which tickets of admission are sold 
and 5 per cent “on the aggregate amount re- 
tained as commissions on the proceeds from the 
sale of pari-mutuel tickets and commissions,” is 
to be paid to the county or the city granting the 
license. The licensee may be required to post a 
bond of $5,000 for the faithful performance under 
the terms of the license and the law, and any per- 
son, firm, association or corporation violating the 
law shall be subject to a fine “in an amount not 
exceeding $5,000, or imprisonment for not more 
than 90 days, or both fine and imprisonment.” 
The officers of any corporation violating any pro- 
visions of the law shall be deemed personally re- 
sponsible and subject to the penalties imposed. 


OHIO. 

From a correspondent at Columbus, who is 
watching the race track measures in the legis- 
lature on behalf of THE BLOOD-HORSE, we have 
just received the following: “The situation 
seems to be getting muddled. The Governor is 
friendly to racing and would sign a bill that 
would bring some noticeable revenue to the 
State. The race track promoters, headed by Joe 
Cattarinich and his Ohio associates, want to pay 
a very small sum, name the racing commission, 
and dictate the racing policy. Such a law would 


only last until the next legislature could be 
assembled, and it would do much harm to legiti- 
mate racing. The members of the General As- 
sembly in Ohio know so little about racing that 
they are easily imposed upon by shrewd lobbyists 
who are working singly for the race track in- 
terests. It may be that amendments will be put 
to some of the bills and an equitable law enacted, 
but as it is at the present time I do not think the 
Governor would sign any of the bills even if 
any one of them should pass both houses as 
written.” 


WEST VIRGINIA. 

In the legislature at Charleston, on February 
20, Senator Earl H. Smith and Representative 
Fred L. Doringer introduced in each of the two 
branches a racing bill. In the Senate the bill 
is numbered 100 and in the House it is numbered 
348. In the Senate it is referred to the Committee 
on the Judiciary and in the House to the Com- 
mittee on Taxation and Finance. 

The title of the measure reads, ‘A bill to en- 
courage breeding and racing of horses and to 
provide for the regulation, control and licensing 
of horse racing within the State of West Virginia; 
to create a racing commission and to prescribe its 
powers and duties, providing for salaries and ex- 
penses therefor; and to provide for the license 
fees to be charged and taxes to be collected for 
the conduct of horse racing within the State of 
West Virginia and the disposition thereof.” 


INDIANA. 

The bill of Representative Charles J. Alardt, 
Democrat, of South Bend, which was described 
in THE BLOOD-HORSE of last week (page 263), 
legalizing betting under the pari-mutuel system 
on horse races, was passed, 61 to 15, by the 
House of Representatives of the Indiana Legis- 
lature at Indianapolis, February 24 and has gone 
to the Senate. The measure was adopted with- 
out debate. The Cincinnati Enquirer’s Indiana- 
polis correspondent states that it was reported 
after the vote was taken that the bill has the 
support of the State administration. 


NEVADA REJECTS REFORM. 

A group headed by Frank Williams, member 
of the Board of Regents of the University of 
Nevada, sought to have the Nevada Assembly 
adopt an initiative petition to outlaw all forms 
of gambling in that state except betting on 
horse races under the pari-mutuel system. The 
proposal was rejected by a vote of 24 to 6 at 
Carson City, February 21. 
DELAWARE. 

In the Legislature at Dover on February 27, 
Senator C. R. VanSant introduced a bill provid- 
ing for horse racing to be governed by a Com- 
mission of three members appointed by the 
Governor. 

GEORGIA. 

In the House of Representatives of the 
Georgia Legislature in session at Atlanta, a bill 
providing for legalization of betting on horse 
races was introduced February 22.

FLORIDA 


HIALEAH PARK. 


AST week’s racing at Hialeah Park continued 

to attract big crowds and big betting. The 
daily average turnover in the totalisator was 
above $200,000 for the second week in succession, 
being $209,229, as compared with $205,876 for the 
previous week, and as compared with $183,976 
for the corresponding week of the previous sea- 
son. Last week, however, the rate of acceleration 
in betting dropped considerably. During the first 
27 days of the meeting the turnover was regu- 
larly 21 per cent greater than for the previous 
meeting. But during the six days of racing 
ending last Saturday, February 25, the play was 
only 13.7 per cent greater than for the corre- 
sponding week in 1932. For the first 33 days of 
the meeting, the totalisator “handle” is now 19.4 
per cent greater than for last winter. Chiefly 
responsible for the drop in the percentage of in- 
crease was last Saturday’s play, which totaled 
only $277,013, slightly less than the turnover the 
previous Saturday. A play of about $300,000 had 
been predicted for last Saturday. Last week’s 
play, compared with the corresponding days of 
the 1932 meeting, was as follows:

Steve Hannagan, publicity agent for the track, 
last week released figures showing the betting 
turnover and the attendance for the first 30 days 
of the meeting. The mutuel figures have already 
been shown in THE BLOOD-HORSE, but the at- 
tendance count was not available for the third 
10 days. For the 30 days ending with the racing 
of Wednesday, February 22, the total attendance 
was 106,654, as compared with 54,855 for the 
corresponding portion of last year’s meeting. 
Attendance has thus increased approximately 94 
per cent. According to the figures released, the 
largest attendance for any one day was on Feb- 
ruary 22, when 9,621 were officially counted at 
the turnstiles. Mr. Hannagan’s story concludes: 

“Despite the heavy overhead at which Hialeah 


Park operates, with its maintenance of plant, - 


year-round payroll, absorption of previous losses, 
and interest on the large investment, the Miami 
Jockey Club looks forward to slightly better 
than an even break for the year.” 


TROPICAL PARK. 

Frank J. Bruen, managing director of the 
Gables Racing Association, announces that ad- 
mission to the races at Tropical Park, March 13 
to March 31, will be $1 to the grandstand and 
$2.50 to the club house, tax included in each 
instance. Purses will range from $500 to $1,000 
and the minimum of distribution on any day 
will be $4,400. Officials for the meeting are to

CRAP SHOOTER DISQUALIFIED. 

H. Mills won the fourth race at Hialeah Park 
February 21 with W. N. Adrians’ Crap Shooter, 
He had the lead most of the way, but bore out 
badly in the last 20 yards and interfered with 
J. E. Widener’s Periodical, ridden by B. Hanford, 
whose claim of foul was granted by the stewards, 
Crap Shooter was disqualified and Mills set down, 
not for the foul at the finish, but for cutting 
across the field too sharply after the start. News- 
papermen failed to remember another occasion 
on which a disqualification had been in J. E. 
Widener’s favor. 


LARRANAGA BY A NOSE. 


The third running of the Jockey Club Handi- 
cap ($3,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1% 
miles) at Hialeah Park last Saturday, February 
25, produced three heroes and a heroine. The 
heroes were Jockey Charles Kurtsinger and his 
mount, Larranaga (113), which won by a nose 
and Mrs. John Marsch’s Chief John (113), which 
all but overcame a decided disadvantage in the 
running and finished second. The heroine was 
Mrs. F. A. Carreaud’s Kincsen (111), which fin- 
ished third after one of the finest stretch runs 
ever seen at Hialeah Park. Kincsen crossed the 
line a length and a half behind Chief John and 
the same distance ahead of Mrs. S. H. Fairbanks’ 
Gold Step (112). 

Of the 10 which went to the post, Kincsen was 
favorite at $2.30 to $1; Chief John, on the 
strength of a 10-furlong workout in 2:03 4-5 four 
days earlier, was next favorite. Larranaga was 
such an outsider that the totalisator price on him 
was $57.40 for $2. Royal Ruffin (100) was large- 
ly responsible for a five-minute delay at the post, 
which ended with a good start. C. Corbett sent 
Gold Step out to make the pace. Mountain Elk 
(106) followed him closely. Larranaga was 
close up. Chief John, ridden by Johnny Gilbert, 
got away slowly and Gilbert took him to the in- 
side to save ground. Kincsen left in last place, 
and ran last, far back of the leaders, for an en- 
tire mile. Gilbert was patient with Chief John, 
and gained ground gradually for seven furlongs, 
but on the second turn, when he started to move 
up on the inside with the son of Sir John John- 
son, he was blocked by My Dandy (107), and 
had to pull up and take to the outside again. 
After the turn into the stretch he challenged 
again and was just on the point of taking the 
lead from the faltering Gold Step when Kurt- 
singer, riding an inspired race, lifted Larranaga 
out in front. Through the last quarter it was 4 
bitter battle between Larranaga and Chief John, 
and the decision fell to the one which had run 
the shorter route. 

But, as good as was the show put on by the 
two geldings which were playing the leading 
roles, the race had a side show which also at- 
tracted much attention. This was the magnifi- 
cent run of Kincsen in the last quarter. As they 
went by the quarter pole the caller had the 
daughter of Cudgel in last place, approximately 
11 lengths behind Gold Step, which still had his 
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lead at that point. In the last two furlongs she 
passed seven horses and finished only a length 
and a half behind the two leaders, whose finish 
was almost a dead heat. After Gold Step, which 
came in fourth, the others finished, in order, 
Mountain Elk, St. Brideaux (122), Royal Ruffin, 
Pari-Mutuel (111), My Dandy, Big Beau (104). 
Time. :24 2-5, :48 2-5, 1:12 3-5, 1:37 4-5, 2:04 1-5,

SIX PER CENT. 

HEN an owner, on the way out of Mexico 

into the United States with his horse, 
reached the California border on February 21, 
Mexican officials informed him that the horse 
could not cross into the United States until the 
owner had paid $6. It developed that the horse 
had won $100 at Agua Caliente and until that 
moment none of the officials of the Agua Caliente 
Jockey Club and none of the horsemen knew that 
the Mexican government had imposed a tax of 6 
per cent on the earnings of horses racing at Agua 
Caliente at the current meeting, which began on 
Christmas day and which had progressed for 51 
days. 

Naturally there was consternation among horse 
owners, many of whom found themselves delin- 
quent to the Mexican government in sums which 
they felt they could not pay. President Joseph 
M. Schenck, Vice-President Lou Anger and Rac- 
ing Manager C. J. Fitz Gerald were likewise 
astonished and perturbed. The horsemen who for 
several years have been organized into the West- 
ern Horsemen’s Association held a meeting in the 
paddock the following morning and appointed a 
committee to confer with the Jockey Club of- 
ficials. It developed at this conference that in 
former years the Mexican government had im- 
posed a tax of 1 per cent on purses, but that 
the new management had no knowledge of this 
fact and likewise no knowledge of the increase to 
6 per cent. At the conference it was agreed that 
the Agua Caliente Jockey Club would assume re- 
sponsibility and pay the delinquent taxes amount- 
ing to approximately $210 a day for 52 days, or 
a total of approximately $11,000, and that the 
horsemen would pay the tax on purses for the 
remaining 30 days. (See page 283.) 

Ted Akers, sports editor of the Evening Tribune 
(San Diego) had the following comments at 
various times last week in his “Talking It Over” 
column: 

“This latest and characteristic step by Mexican 
officials once again recalls to mind the ancient 
story of the goose that laid the golden eggs. I’ll 
lay you a little 2-to-1 that no American owner 
who pays the new ‘income tax’ ever takes a horse 
into Mexico again—-provided he is lucky enough 
to get any of his thoroughbreds back across the 
border into ‘God’s country.’ ”’ 

“This writer entertains no fond and fatuous 
illusions that the Mexican officials will heed his 
words, but that does not prevent the sounding of 
this solemn warning: If there is an attempt to 
collect any such exorbitant and unjustified ‘tax’ 
on the earnings of American horses at Agua 
Caliente in the course of future race meetings, 
there will be no more racing there, and, instead 
of lining their purses with American gold, they 
will have no further need for those receptacles. 
Think that over, you gentlemen south of the 
border.” 

“Will someone please find out exactly when 
this Mexican law laying a 6 per cent impost on 
the earnings of race horses at Agua Caliente, 
was enacted? First we were told that it had 
been ‘effective several months.’ Then came the 
word that it was passed ‘five years ago.’ Also 
the statement was made that the Agua Caliente 
Jockey Club had been paying a 1 per cent impost 
since December 25. Now we are asked to believe 
that the 6 per cent has been paid by the Jockey 
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Club ever since the track opened. Are we sup- 
posed to believe that nobody told President 
Schenck about that? It must have been another 
of those ‘secrets.’ Further, if the 6 per cent tax 
has been in full force and effect all the time, 
how does it happen that Mexican authorities ac- 
cepted the 1 per cent which Lou Anger says the 
Jockey club has been paying during this meeting, 
saying nothing about the other 5 per cent until 
the other day?” 


BARONI ENTRY ONE-THREE. 

The first running of the Phar Lap Handicap 
($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1% miles), at 
Agua Caliente, Sunday, February 26, was expect- 
ed to be something of a test for the Agua Caliente 
Handicap, scheduled to be run exactly four weeks 
later. However, in the field of six which went to 
the post the favorites for the $50,000 added test 
were missing. A. A. Baroni sent out two starters. 
He won with Waylayer (108) and was third with 
Wirt G. Bowman (104). Waylayer, ridden by 
W. D. Wright, appeared to be eligible for dis- 
qualification, but the order of finish was not dis- 
turbed by the officials. Waylayer took the lead 
from Bahamas (118) after half the race had been 
run, and when challenged in the stretch by Mrs. 
J. M. Irwin’s Prince Pest (100) bore out and in- 
terfered with the latter, beating him a nose. 
Prince Pest, extreme outsider in the field, ap- 
peared better than the winner. He finished two 
lengths ahead of old Wirt G. Bowman. In fourth 
place was A. Bartelstein’s Lemon Hills (100), the 
favorite, which had run into trouble twice on 
the backstretch.

ORIENTAL PARK. 
: eo Cuban American Jockey Club is getting 
on toward the end of its 51 days of racing. 
The session is scheduled to end with the racing 
of Sunday, March 12, the day the $50,000 added 
Cuban Grand National Handicap is booked for 
decision. Last week there was much talk about 
the Cuban “revolution,” which appears possible, 
but horsemen are hoping there will be no shoot- 
ing before the race is run and the money paid. 
Most of the best talent for the big Oriental 
Park race apparently will cross over to the island 
from the mainland. Larranaga, which won last 
Saturday’s stakes race at Hialeah Park, is now 
considered one of the formidable contenders for 
the race, since he has demonstrated that he is 
back in his best form and can stick it out for 
10 furlongs. Marshall Lilly is to take St. Brideaux 
and Curacao from Florida for the race, and Jack 
Howard last week indicated that he would send 
the Coldstream Stud’s Marmion to run for the 
$50,000.

He and the 
late Samuel C. Hildreth were great friends. Mr. 
Arthur had more than average success in win- 
ning races and was active until a year or so ago. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


AT ONTARIO ESTABLISHMENTS

A visit to the Thorncliffe Stables near Toronto 
recently gave me the opportunity of looking 
over three King’s Plate prospects, Khaki John, 
Wentworth and Taximan, one of which will prob- 
ably rule as the logical favorite for the race, if 
all continues to go well with him. The first 
named is a 3-year-old chestnut gelding which 
won five times as a 2-year-old, one of his races 
being the Coronation Stakes at Woodbine, six 
furlongs. He is by First Sight (a son of *Peep o’ 
Day) out of *Khaki Campbell, a mare by Bucks 
Hussar (a son of Son-in-Law), her dam being 
by Fowling-piece, a son of Carbine. He is bred 
to go a distance and has shown every inclination 
to do so. Wentworth is a 4-year-old by Fitz- 
william (a St. Simon line horse) which was well 
thought of for the 1932 Plate until he met with 
an accident. He is now said to be doing well and 
his chances are well regarded. 

The finest-looking animal on the place was 
*Judge Fuller, a stallion, by Great Sport, a son 
of Gallinule. I had seen no handsomer stallion in 
Canada, and very few anywhere, and his young 
stock are remarkable for their looks and racy 
appearance. I was very sorry to hear, the next 
day after my visit, that *Judge Fuller had died 
of a cerebral hemorrhage. 

There are several unnamed 2-year-olds at this 
establishment, mostly by Oil Man, and, as far as 
looks are concerned, they should get their share. 

A broodmare, South Shore, a King’s Plate win- 
ner herself and already the dam of another Plate 
winner, Shorelint, has class written all over her 
and all her stock have shown ability to run. Her 
yearling by *Judge Fuller is hard to fault in ap- 
pearance. 

This well appointed stable is under the man- 
agement of John Hynes and the stock all look in 
good heart. All are getting their regular work 
in preparation for the spring campaign.

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KENTUCKY 


STATE RACING COMMISSION. 


T the home of Chairman Polk Laffoon, on 

Turkey Foot Road in Kenton County, near 
Covington, at noon Saturday, February 25, the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission held a meet- 
ing which had been called at the request of Sewell 
Combs, of Lexington, one of its members and 
also president of the Kentucky Association. The 
primary purpose of the meeting was to consider 
the application of the Kentucky Association, made 
through General Manager Thomas F. Scott, for a 
change in the dates for the Lexington spring 
meeting to 13 days beginning Saturday, April 8, 
and ending Saturday, April 22, instead of 10 days 
beginning Saturday, April 15, and ending Wed- 
nesday, April 26. Present at the meeting were 
Chairman Laffoon, W. E. Smith, Sewell Combs 
and Theodore Mueller, and Secretary Thomas R. 
Underwood. The Commission readily granted 
Lexington’s application and it also granted the 
application of Latonia Jockey Club for 31 days of 
racing beginning Saturday, June 24, and ending 
Saturday, July 29. License to Dade Park to hold 
a race meeting in 1933 was also granted, but no 
dates were applied for. That action will come 
later. The spring and summer schedule as 
changed now reads: 
Lexington (Kentucky Association)—Saturday, April 8 

to Saturday, April 22; 13 days. 
Louisville (Churchill Downs, Inc.)—Saturday, April 29, 
to Saturday, May 20; 19 days. 

Latonia (Latonia Jockey Club)—Saturday, June 24, to 

Saturday, July 29; 31 days. 

The Commission also voted to reelect John B. 
McLaughlin, of Lexington, supervisor of pari- 
mutuels, and named J. C. Meadows, of Madison- 
ville, Ky., telegraph censor. 

A number of changes in the rules were pro- 
posed. These lie over for at least 30 days for 
final action, which will be taken at the next 
meeting of the Commission, on Friday, April 7, 
the day before the opening of the Lexington meet- 
ing. After the adoption of the proposed changes 
the Secretary is authorized to publish a new book 
of rules. Among the changes proposed is that 
the rule forbidding the sending of racing infor- 
mation directly from the tracks and delaying all 
messages concerning the races for 20 minutes 
after the finish of the race shall be revoked. 
THE BLOOD-HORSE approves this proposal because 
it will give the race courses an opportunity to 
get some revenue from the dissemination of rac- 
ing information. The General News Bureau and 
other organizations furnishing betting informa- 
tion to pool rooms and handbooks throughout the 
country obtained this information by stationing 
men outside the track with powerful field glasses 
through which all proceedings were observed as 
easily and quite as speedily and correctly as if 
they had been stationed inside the grounds. In 
other words, as long as they are going to get it 
anyhow, THE BLOOD-HORSE feels that the pool 
room feeders should be made to pay something 
for the service. 

The other changes proposed are of lesser im- 
portance. The minimum of the purses remains 
undisturbed. One or two minor changes concern- 
ing stakes were also proposed. 


HIRSCH BUYS PRIZE FILLIES. 

By common consent of the horsemen who have 
handled them and seen them in action, two of the 
best 2-year-old prospects of the year are the 


black filly (sister to Tick On, Mabla and Tickory 
Tock, all stakes winners) by On Watch—Sox and 
bay filly (sister to Sortie, Cog-Air and On Post 
and half-sister to Prom Girl) by On Watch— 
Kippy. In yearling trials last fall they went to- 
gether an easy quarter in :22 2-5. 

Last week THE BLOOD-HORSE learned that both 
of them had been sold by Mrs. L. G. Kaufman, 
their breeder, to Max Hirsch, who trained for 
Mrs. Kaufman during her brief and successful 
term as an owner of a racing stable. Whether 
Mr. Hirsch was buying for himself or for some- 
one else was not learned, nor was the price stated, 
but it was undoubtedly a large one by present 
market standards. 

The two fillies were shipped last Saturday 
morning from the Kentucky Association track, 
where Howard Oots has had them in training, to 
Belmont Park. In the car with them went from 
Elsmeade Farm, Lexington, A. C. Schwartz’s 
Tickory Tock and Morton L. Schwartz’s Clarify 
and Union, also consigned to Mr. Hirsch, and 
from Silver Lake Farm, Frankfort, Mrs. James 
M. Austin’s broodmare Wise Mother and the 
yearling colt by Wise Counsellor—-Wise Mother. 
Mrs. Austin bought this mare and colt last fall 
from Charles Black, master of Silver Lake Farm. 
The colt, a smart-looking fellow, is own brother 
to Mrs. Austin’s Good Advice, a stakes winner at 
two last year, and to Wise Daughter, which broke 
the track record for three furlongs at Hialeah 
Park last week. 


OLD HILLSIDE OINTMENT. 


On page 312 of this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
appears an advertisement of a preparation called 
Old Hillside Ointment which is manufactured at 
St. Matthews, Ky., and is going on the market 
for the first time. C. W. McFerran, Jr., the well 
known horse auctioneer, of Louisville, is placing 
it on the market as a special agent, and in send- 
ing THE BLOOD-HORSE copy for the advertise- 
ment he says: 

“There is really nothing like this product. I 
am greatly surprised at the number of people 
who tell me about the good work it has done for 
humans as well as for horses and cattle. People 
who have used it and with whom I have talked 
swear by it. Of course, this product is not known 
outside of our community and it is not sold in 
any drug stores. It is only sold through myself 
and the Holzheimer Laboratory at St. Matthews, 
Ky., where it is manufactured.”

We will take pleasure in recom- 
mending this salve to any owners of horses or 
cattle.” 

THOROUGHBRED CLUB. 

The Thoroughbred Club of America at a 
luncheon meeting in the Phoenix Hotel, Lexing- 
ton, Saturday noon, February 24, after the read- 
ing of correspondence, voted to place the proposi- 
tions made by D. G. Coimbra, of Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, in the hands of E. J. Tranter, president 
of the Fasig-Tipton Company, of New York. As 
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readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE are aware, Mr. 
Coimbra proposes the marketing of American 
Thoroughbreds in Brazil. The Thoroughbred 
Club is thoroughly in accord with the idea of 
establishing a market for American Thorough- 
breds in Brazil and other South American coun- 
tries as well and in this attitude it has the sup- 
port of a number of the leading breeders with 
whom the subject was taken up by correspon- 
dence and verbally. The Thoroughbred Club 
feels that the details of operation should be left 
to an established agency and so voted to place 
it with the Fasig-Tipton Company. Mr. Tranter, 
in a communication dated February 22, stated 
that he would be willing to take up the matter 
on his return from Florida to New York, which 
will be about the first of April. 

The annual election of officers of the Thor- 
oughbred Club is to be held on Saturday, March 
11, and a nominating committee composed of 
Thomas B. Cromwell, chairman, Skillman Gor- 
ham and Tom B. Young will make its report at 
a meeting on Saturday, March 4. 


H. B. SCOTT ADDS TO FARM. 


Harrie B. Scott, who manages Samuel D. Rid- 
dle’s Faraway Farm and also has his own Thor- 
oughbred nursery nearby, recently informed THE 
BLOOD-HORSE that he had added to his farm by 
the purchase of 147 acres from Charles Yancey 
Freeman, Jr., John D. Freeman and Thomas K. 
Freeman, sons of Yancey Freeman. This tract, 
which adjoins the 115 acres already owned by 
Mr. Scott, is a part of the property formerly 
owned by J. D. Yarrington, grandfather of the 
Messrs. Freeman who made the sale, and father 
of Mrs. Scott. Captain Yarrington, who was di- 
vision superintendent for the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railroad between Lexington, Ky., and Hunt- 
ington, W. Va., never raised Thoroughbreds but 
kept harness horses on the farm. He built, on 
the tract just purchased by Mr. Scott, a six-fur- 
long track which can be put in shape for further 
use. Mr. Scott now has 262 acres fronting on 
the Russell Cave Pike and Swigert Avenue (just 
across from the Shandon Farm of R. J. and P. A. 
Nash) and contiguous on the rear side to Leo J. 
Marks’ Le Mar Stock Farm. Improvements on 
the newly purchased land are already under way. 


WILLIAM J. MONAGHAN DIES. 

William J. Monaghan, 71, for a quarter of a 
century or more the chief clerk in the offices of 
Drs. Hagyard & Hagyard, veterinarians at Lex- 
ington, died unexpectedly at his home Sunday 
afternoon, February 26. The burial was in Cal- 
vary Cemetery following requiem mass in St. 
Peter’s Church Tuesday morning of this week. 
Mr. Monaghan had been ill for a few days with 
“flu” but was able to be up and around as 
usual Sunday morning. He was never married 
and is survived by a brother, James Monaghan, 
a sister, Miss Rose Monaghan, and several 
nephews and nieces. He was widely known to 
breeders and owners and trainers of light horses 
throughout Kentucky. 


BUYS FROM BROTHER’S ESTATE. 


John Edward Madden now owns all of Ham- 
burg Place, near Lexington, with the exception 
of 100 acres and the residence which was just 
being completed thereon for Joseph McKee Mad- 
den at the time of his death in New York last 
autumn. The purchase, 1,100 acres, was made 


last week from the Joseph McKee Madden Estate, 
and at the same time Edward bought the estate's 
interest in all livestock and equipment on Ham- 
burg Place. He now is the owner of approxi- 
mately 2,400 acres of the land bequeathed by the 
late John E. Madden to his two sons. Mrs. Joseph 
M. Madden, it is announced, will come in the 
spring with her children to make her home at 
the residence and on the 100 acres retained. 
Edward Madden and his wife live in the resi- 
dence which his father occupied on Hamburg 
Place. 


DEATH OF JAMES L. JORDAN. 

After an illness of four days, James L. Jordan, 
80, died at the home of his son, Walter J. Jordan, 
in Lexington, in the afternoon of February 23. 
Mr. Jordan, a native of Harrodsburg, Ky., had 
been identified with the financial side of racing 
for many years. He had been a noted handi- 
capper and layer in his younger days. One of his 
sons, Lon Jordan, has gained distinction in Ken- 
tucky as a handicapper and selector. Interment 
was in Lexington Cemetery last Saturday after- 
noon, following services. 

LADYSMAN K. 

Upon his return to Lexington from a visit to 
New York and Baltimore last week, Hugh Fon- 
taine, manager of W. R. Coe’s Shoshone Stud, 
said that he had stopped at Sagamore Farm to 
inspect the horses belonging to Mr. Coe and 
being trained by J. H. Stotler. He found the 
horses to be generally in good condition. Of 
Ladysman, favorite for the Kentucky Derby, he 
said: “Ladysman has developed into a _ grand 
looking 3-year-old, has put on 144 pounds during 
the winter, is as hard as nails, is as sound as 
a bell of brass, and at the present time is getting 
four miles daily exercise.” 


TEA GREEN IN COURT. 

By an order of the Kenton County Circuit 
Court at Covington, Ky., February 21, Tea Green, 
which has been racing at the Fair Grounds, has 
been taken from Mrs. I. Flynn, in whose name 
he had been racing, and awarded to S. J. Kelley. 
Mrs. Flynn bought the horse for $200 with the 
understanding that she was to pay an additional 
$300 from the first purse he won. She was unable 
to substantiate her claim that she had paid the 
additional $300 and was ordered to turn the horse 
over to Mr. Kelley in Covington.

Boatswain is now at Mr. Jeffords’ farm at Berlin, 
Md., but is expected to arrive at Beaumont Farm, 
Lexington, this week, where he will make his 
first season at a fee of $100 with return privilege 
for one year. Boatswain’s record indicates that 
he was fast and game. He did not race at two. 
At three he started six times. He won the 
Withers Stakes (covering the mile in 1:39 4-5 
over a sloppy track, defeating Osculator, Pair- 
bypair, Sunmelus, Pompeius, Burgoo King and 
others) and two other races at Havre de Grace, 
one at six furlongs and one at a mile and 70 
yards. He was once second, and finished third 
in the Preakness to Burgoo King and Tick On, 
beaten a head and neck, with Mad Pursuit, War 
Hero, Gusto, Daisaburo, Curacao and Lucky Tom 
behind him. The footnotes of the chart for the 
Preakness Stakes with reference to Boatswain 
read: “Quick to start and showing brilliant early 
speed, Boatswain saved much ground under 
restraint and Sogn it out desperately.” 


DEATH OF *J3U DGE FU LLER. 


The Thorncliffe Stable’s (Davies Brothers’) 
*Judge Fuller died of cerebral hemorrhage at 
Thornhill Farm, near Toronto, Ontario, recently. 
*Judge Fuller, a very handsome horse, will be 
represented by 2-year-olds this year for the first 
time. *Judge Fuller, 11 years old, was imported 
as a weanling and sold at Saratoga as a yearling 
for $3,900.

FARM HORSE CENSUS. 


The annual livestock inventory issued recently 
by the United States Department of Agriculture 
reports: 

“The number of horses on farms continued to 
decrease and on January 1, 1933, was 12,163,000 
head, a decrease of 3.8 per cent during 1932. On 
January 1, 1918, the high point in horse num- 
bers, the number was 21,555,000 head. In sharp 
contrast to other species, the value per head of 
horses on January 1, 1933, of $54.15 was slightly 
higher than a year earlier, when it was $53.37. 
The total value January 1, 1933, was $658,684,000 
and January 1, 1932, it was $674,611,000.” 

The report states that the numbers of cattle 
and hogs in the United States showed increases 
in 1932. Horses, mules and sheep decreased.

GOLDEN MILLER. 

HEN Handicapper J. C. Bulteel gave Miss 

Dorothy Paget’s Golden Miller 170 pounds, 
within five pounds of the maximum, for the Grand 
National, some commentators considered him too 
harsh with the Goldcourt gelding. Some of them 
revised their estimates after Golden Miller had 
won the Troytown Handicap Steeplechase of three 
miles under 178 pounds at Lingfield February 4. 
Meyrick Good’s comment on that race, as pub- 
ilshed in The Sporting Life (London) included 
the following: 

“After his display in the Troytown ’Chase at 
Lingfield Park on Saturday none will quibble with 
the assertion that Miss Dorothy Paget’s 6-year- 
old Golden Miller is the best steeplechaser in this 
country. 

“Indeed, many notable trainers who saw him 
in the unsaddling enclosure described him as by 
far the best animal over a country that has 
graced the ranks of National Hunt performers 
for a good many years. 

“His brilliant effort under the welter burden of 
12 stone 10 pounds fully entitles him to be rated 
with the ‘chasing giants of the past. 

“None but a super horse could have carried 
such a burden and overcome stubborn opposition 
in such meritorious fashion. 

“He was tested to the utmost by the best 
strength of the opposition, but paid to them all 
in turn. 

“Perhaps the outstanding feature of the race 
was the climax. Conceding 31 pounds, he was 
called upon to withstand the challenge of Buck 
Willow, a winner of three of his last four races, 
and regarded as one of the best young ‘chasers 
in training.” 

Prince Cherry, owned by the American M. D. 
Blair, was third to Golden Miller and Buck Wil- 
low. 

At last reports Miss Paget had not definitely 
decided to run Golden Miller in Grand National 
of this year. 

NO GREYHOUND TOTES. 

A recent court decision in England held that 
totalisator betting on greyhound tracks is in con- 
travention of the Betting Act even when no profit 
is made. No greyhound track on the island now 
operates a totalisator. At White City the “tote” 
indicator board carried the message: “Say Au 
Revoir, but not Good- mye (we hope).”

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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By H. S. FINNEY 


BRANNCASTLE FARM. 


HAT “Bill” Brann and “Bob” Castle were 

most fortunate in discovering the location of 
their Branncastle Stud in Walkerville, Md., none 
will deny. Here is a farm, originally planned for 
the breeding of Percheron horses, passing into 
the hands of a cattle man and carrying no horses 
for all of fifteen years and now destined for a 
Thoroughbred stud. Messrs. Brann and Castle 
searched for many months and all over Mary- 
land before they found this place, which is 
probably more favored by nature than any 
breeding farm in the State, everything being 
considered. 

Branncastle Stud covers 150 acres, rolling and 
well drained, in fertile Frederick County, and is 
six miles from the city of that name. The land 
grows a rich herbage, is well watered naturally 
and is underlaid with a stratum of limestone. 
Nature has given the farm these advantages and 
its original owner built there four first-class 
barns. These are of frame construction and clap- 
boarded outside. These barns have a center aisle 
with stalls of varying size of each side. Another 
stable was adapted from an elaborately finished 
chicken-house and now has about 20 stalls, all 
facing south, with most of that side enclosed by 
Vita-glass, supposedly beneficial to the chickens 
and certainly good for the present inhabitants. 
In all there is stabling for about 60 horses. 

The paddocks are conveniently arranged all 
round the buildings and the nine of them range 
from two to 20 acres in size. 

The bloodstock on the farm is headed by 
*Challenger II, a 6-year-old bay son of Swynford 
and Sword Play, by Eager. Unbeaten as a 2- 
year-old in England, a winner of the Richmond 
and Charwell Stakes and adjudged in the Free 
Handicap as the third best 2-year-old in England, 
*Challenger II never showed his true form in 
America. An injury to his hock, which still 
shows, put him on the shelf for a year. Showing 
his handlers phenomenal speed at Laurel in the 
fall of 1930, he was shipped to California with 
the Agua Caliente Handicap in view. There he 
worked well again but did not win. Finally a bad 
injury in July at Arlington sent him to the stud. 
He covered 12 mares in 1932. Of these mares 
11 are certainly in foal and the other is almost 
surely so. 

*Challenger II, which is over 16 hands in 
height, has developed into a powerful, blocky 
stallion. Our guess is that he will have to be 
mated carefully with regard to conformation. 
The success of Swynford’s sons, *St. Germans 
and *Swift and Sure, gives some idea of the most 
Suitable strains of blood to return to him. *Chal- 
lenger II traces to Amphora, sister to Sundridge, 
male progenitor of a famous line in America. 

The mares at Branncastle are a _ diversified 
bunch. They represent many different strains 
as they have been selected with a view to giving 
“Challenger II as good a chance as possible. As 
it was snowing when we visited the farm, we 
cannot say much about the individuality of the 
mares, which were seen quickly in their pad- 
docks. 

Probably the best of the mares is Repaid’s 
dam, a Rancocas sale purchase. This is Granny, 
by Sweep out of Old Woman, by Yankee, an 
ideal type of cross for *Challenger II. Another 


Rancocas mare is Khara, a chestnut daughter of 
Kai-Sang and Decree, by *Wrack, and winner of 
the Selima Stakes at Laurel. *Sweepless, by 
*Sweeper, out of Artless (sister to Artful), by 
Hamburg, was bought in France. Julia N., by 
Peter Quince out of Nell Wilder, was purchased 
after her daughter, Molasses Jane, by Ballot, had 
won several races for the Branncastle confeder- 
acy. Molasses Jane is also in the stud here. 

Another good winner is St. Prisca, half-sister 
to the good racer Jack High, by St. James out 
of Priscilla, by *Star Shoot. Briar Bunny, by 
Mint Briar out of Olga Virginia, by Celt, will 
return some good strains, as will Florence Kranz, 
by Bunting out of Lucky Wave, by Cunard. 
Florence Kranz was the first winner owned by 
Mr. Castle and trained by Royal Roberts, who 
now wins his share of races with the Branncastle 
horses. Several 2-year-olds are on the farm and 
also a few yearlings. One of these is a corking 
good filly, by Apprehension out of Florence 
Kranz. Another good one is Khara’s bay filly by 
Lucullite. 

Of the two partners, W. L. Brann and R. S. 
Castle, the latter lives on the farm and directs 
operations there while the former prefers the 
pleasures of the race tracks. Both were success- 
ful business men and with the material at hand 
success seems assured in their Thoroughbred 
ventures. 

COLONEL BRADLEY’S HORSES. 

Col. E. R. Bradley has in training at Idle Hour 
Farm in charge of H. J. Thompson, at the Ken- 
tucky Fair Grounds in Lexington, in charge of 
H. J. Moody, and in the stable at Hialeah, Fla., 
in charge of William Hurley, a total of 64 horses 
for racing this year. They range in ages from 2 
to 6 years and are as follows:
